Winfield Scott Schley of the United States
navy, a native and citizen of this state,
was in command of the squadron off San-
tiago, which, on July 3, in the year IM2S,
destroyed the Spanish fleet. t-hereby ac hiev-
lng a glotious victory In said battle and
hastening the return of peace: and
Whereas the services of Rear Admiral

Schley were able, gallant and conspicuous.
and reflected great credit tuponi the Amert-
can navy; therefore, be it
Resolved by the general assembly or

Maryland, the Congress of the United
States be, and they are hereby. respectfully
requested to use their tutmost endeavors to
secure at an early day the passage of a
joint resolution or act extendIng the thanks
of Cotngrcss to Rear Admiral Winflid Scott
Schley, by name, for said services, to have
the same effect as though the said joint
resoltttion or act had been passed, upon the
recommendation of the Prcsident at the
session of Congress which was held next
after the date of said victory: and
Be it further resolved, That the secre-

tary of state be, and he is hereby. respect-

NEW USE FOR THE TELEPHONE.

Messages Successfully Sent Over Tele-
graph Wi rem Fromn Locosmotive.
A special to the New Tork Times from

Kankakee, 1ll., says the experiment of tele-
phoning over telegraph wires was success-
ful on the Southwestern branch of the Illi-
nois Central railroad between Kankakee
and -Kemupton, a distance of twenty-six
miles, yesterday. The test was made by
Superintendent of Telegraph Dugan, As-
sistant Superintetndent Amett of the Illinois
Central, Thomas O'Neill, foreman of elec-
tric signals of the Chicago Terminal, and J.
V. Miller. who is instatling a system of au-
tomatic electric light block signals on the
Chicago and Eastern Illinois railroad.
The experiments were made with a tele-

phone instrutment in the engine cab. A
number of stops were made between Kan-
kakee and.-Kemnpton along the route, and at
several stations a wire was atrung from
the engine to the telegraph line and tele-
phone communication established with the
train dispatcher's office in Kankakee. The
tests were successful in every case, and
the telephoning done over telegraph wires
was without interference with the tele-
graphic service.-

It is intended to furnish all Illinois Cen-
tral trains with telephonic equipment. the
instruments to be placed in baggage cars of
passenger trains and engines or cabooses of
freights..-Jt is not the intention to displace
the .telegraph by telephones in the opera-
tion of the road's trains, The telephone
will be used as an auxiliary seirvice, largely
for emergency purposes. For Instance, If a
train is wrecked, blocked or stalled between
stations, the telephone equipment would be
of grent service.
